IN NEW SPEECH 


Mew York, Keb. 
ft.—Conscription 


to foii'ild up :ui army for the country's 
defense "HOW the war is on us" and 
i'or 
the future as well, was advocat- 


ed here yesterday by former Presi- 
dent William 11. Taft in an address 
on the League to Enforce Peace be- 
fore the Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences. 


"Stirred as the people are by en- 


thusiasm" at the break with Ger- 
many, they would support a con- 
scription mea&ure, Mr. Taft believed, 
not only to meet the present situa- 
tion but "for the future after the 
war shall end." 


"Conscription until now," he said, 


"has been of 'doubtful expediency,' 
because popular 
opposition 
might 


have halted all plans for reasonable 
preparedness. 


"•Now the war is on us, however, 


now that the people see the necessi- 
ty, why should we not take advant- 
age of this state of public nuind and 
do what justice and real democracy 
require?

In the interests even 


of Ihe entente some one ought to re- 
main in Germany as an authoritative 
witness of the violations of the law 
of nations and the barbarities which 
are evidently going to foe committed. 
Who can protest against them in the 
name of the civilized world. There 
must be some one to 
defend tne 


prisoners and the unhappy popula- 
tions of the invaded 
territory 
and 


those who have been deported. 


"Spanish policy, in my opinion, 


should dictate a reply protesting en- 
ergetically against German preten- 
sions and making clear our intention 
to defend ourselves.

MILITARY SERVICE 


New York, Feb. 5.—In a serious 


emergency nearly 
18,000,000 
men 


are available for military service in 
tiie United States, according 'to an es- 
timate made by the executive com- 
mittee of Mayor Mitchell's commit- 
tee on national defense. There are 
now physically fit for service in the 
field, it was said, 10,535,940 men 
between the ages of 18 and 45 years. 


Upon the basis of actual experi- 


ence of other countries where univer- 
sal military training prevails, the 
committee has calculated that out of 
900,000 men annually reaching mili- 
tary age in the United 'States, G90,- 
000 are fit for military service 
ac- 


cording to French standard of 1910, 
and 459,000 according to the Ger- 
man standard of that year.

The President's Course 


(fiy Prof. W. H. Johnson. Denison University.) 


After a patioiH-o hardly paralleled 


in the history of 
civilized nations. 


President Wilson lias been forced to 
break diplomatic relations with the 
Imperial Government 
of Germany. 


It was necessary either to do that or 
to submit to demands which could 
not have 
been 
accepted 
without 


practically giving up our position as 
an independent power. 


If 
Germany 
could 
establish a 


blockade of England. France and 
Russia of such a nature as civilized 
nations have been willing to recog- 
nize, under the laws of war, 
she 


would have that right. The laws of 
war require that vessels of commerce 
entering blockaded territory shall 
have due 'warning before they are 
fired upon, and that provisions shall 
be made for safety of crews and pas- 
sengers. Their cargoes may be seiz- 
ed 
un,der 
certain 
conditions, the 


ships themselves may be sunk under 
certain conditions; but the block- 
ading power must make actual in- 
vestigation to see that these condi- 
tions exist, and due provision for the 
safety of the passengers and crews 
is in all cases obligatory, unless the 
ship should make forcible resistance. 
These regulations the British block- 
ade has scrupulously adhered 
to. 


These regulations our own govern- 
ment scrupulously adhered to dur-l 
ing the Civil War. 
To violate them j 


is "not legitimate warfare but brutal 
savagery. 
It is useless for the i 


Kaiser to say that he is driven to ( 
such action to save his country from 
destruction. 
It will not save his' 


country, but only make its utter de-: 
feat ail the more certain. The limi-i 
tations on the brutality of warfare j 
which he now proposes to sweep' 
away are the hard earned fruits of • 
centuries of advance in civilization. 
The modern world will not give them 
up. and the government that cannot! 
.ive in accordance with them cannot 1 
.ive at all. 
The whole structure of I 


modern civilization demands not the 


Submarine War.

friend said to me, "The Kaiser is 
crazy!" 
He has modified his view 


somewhat since that time, but it was 
an opinion to which he and many 
other Germans will return. 
The 


Kaiser is not insane in the ordinary 
technical sense of the term, but ab- 
solutely so in a higher and 
much 


more tragical sense. 
His unsound- 


ness lies in his determination* to re- 
gard himself 
as 
above 
the laws 


which other men make and consent 
to respect. As. the modern world is 
constituted, there is only one of two 
alternatives for the ruler of a great 
power who fills his mind with that 
theory and proceeds to act upon it: 
He will either go down to ruin, and 
drag his people along as far as they 
are willing to^go with him. or fight 
his way to a practical dictatorship of 
the liberties and destinies 
of 
the 


whole world. Does the world intend 
to accept the Kaiser as its dictator? 
What sane man believes it? 
Does 


he really aspire to any such power? 
His own words furnish the answer. 
Within a week he has saui to free 
America. "You may send one ship a 
week into England, painted as I say 
it shall be painted, lighted as I say it 
shall 'be lighted, following the route 
which I say it shall follow, landing 
at the harbor at which 1 say it shall 
land, entering on the day on which I 
say it shall enter, leaving the day on 
which I say it shall leave, carrying 
the cargo which I say it may car- 
ry." 
And what is the penalty for 


refusing this dictation? 
Not search 


and seizure according to the princi- 
ples of international law, but the 
possibility of 
the 
deadly torpedo 


from an unseen submarine, carrying 
non-combatant men. women

It 
is not merely in the interests of Am-

The 
same rules apply to the use of short 
weapons. Men have been trained to 
shoot excellently at a mark when their 
pistol sights were hidden. 


Nearly anj' one can sight a pistol cor- 


rectly, the inaccuracy of the aim being 
due to the trembling of the hands be- 
fore the trigger is pressed. By hiding 
the sight the temptation to hold too 
long is removed, and the first aim, gen- 
erally the most accurate, is preserved.

Old Time Cutlers. 


The earliest instance of admission to 


the freedom of the Cutlers' company 
of London "by apprenticeship is that of 
John, son of Saman the Knifesmith, 
who vras apprenticed to Stephen atte 
Holt, cutler, in 12ST. The Cutlers were 
divided into four main branches—the 
bladesmith or kuifesmith, made the 
blades, the hafter produced the handle 
or haft, the sheather the sheath, while 
the cutler put together the various 
parts and sold the tool or weapon com- 
plete. Closely allied to the craft were 
the burbours or furbishers, who were 
common to the crafts of cutlers and. 
armourers and were engaged in fur- 
bishing and refitting old armor, weap- 
ons and garments. Another subsidiary 
occupation was that of the grinder. 
The bladesmiths were divided into two 
branches, the knifesniitus and sword- 
smiths.—London Graphic.

CREW TO SAFETY 


Washington, Feb. 5.—The possi- 


bility that the pinking of the Ameri- 
can steamer Housatonic will become 
a serious factor in the crisis with 
Germany apparently was eliminated 
yesterday by evidence that the at- 
tacking submarine acted within in- 
ternational law. 
American 
Consul 


Stephens at Plymouth reported that 
warning was given 
and 
provision 


made for safety of the crew. 


As the Housatonic was carrying 


contraband, any controversy over her 
destruction is expected to present no 
more serious an issue than a claim 
for monetary damages. 
It the con- 


sul's report is correct, the case ap- 
parently falls into the same category 
as that ot the American ship Wil- 
liam P. Frye, destroyed with a cargo 
of grain early in the war by a raider 
after her crew had been taken off. 


Consul Stephens' dispatch said: 
"American steamer 
Housatonic, 


loaded with a caigo of wheat for the 
British government, torpedoed • 'by 
German submarine 12:30 February 
3. Vessel warned and total crew of 
37 rescued by submarine and towed 
for 90 minutes toward land. Sub- 
marine fired signal to British patrol 
boat, 
which 
subsequently landed 


crew at Penzance." 


In some quarters the unusual pre- 


cautions taken to insure a safe land- 
ing for the crew was taken to mean 
that international 
law 
and Ger- 


many's submarine pledges would ibe 
observed more scrupulously than ev- 
er in the case of the many vessels 
which were on the high seas at the 
time the new campaign of unrestrict- 
ed warfare became effective Feb 
1. In her note announcing the cam- 
paign, Germany said immunity irorn 
the new measures of warfare would 
be extended to all ships which had 
left their home ports before the ef- 
fective date.

popuation at 2,813,628.
